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forms a part; provided, that if this provision shall for any reason
be held unconstitutional such fact shall not invalidate any legisla-
tive apportionment act in which this subsection is included.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publica-
tion.

AN ACT to repeal and fé(;rehte chapter 3 of the statutes, relating
to congressional chstrlcts

The peoplp of. .t'he. State of Wi isconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:
Su;‘rn)N 1. Chapter 3 of the statutes is repealed.
SecTioN 2. A new chapter is added to the statutes to be num-

bered and to read:
CHAPTER 3

CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS

3.01 TEN CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. Until otherwise provided
by law, the state is divided into ten congressional districts, each
of which shall be entitled to elect one representative in the Con-
gress of the United States as follows:

3.02 First pistrIcT. The counties of Green, Kenosha, Racine,
Rock and Walworth constitute the first district.

3.03 Seconp pisTrICT. The counties of Columbia, Dane, Dodge,
Jefferson and Waukesha constitute the second district.

3.04 THirD pISTRICT. The counties of Crawford, Grant, Towa,
Juneau, La Crosse. Lafayette, Monroe, Richland, Sauk and Ver-
non constitute the third district.

3.05 FourtH pistrICT. The third, fourth, fifth, eighth, eleventh,
twelfth, fourteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, twenty-third, twenty-
fourth and twenty-seventh wards of the city of Milwaukee; the
cities of Cudahy, South Milwaukee, Wauwatosa and West Allis;
the village of West Milwaukee; and the towns of Franklin, Green-
field, Lake, Oak Creek and Wauwatosa, all in Milwaukee county,
constitute the fourth district.
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3.06 Firru pistricT. The first, second, sixth, seventh, ninth,
tenth, thirteenth, fifteenth, eighteenth, nineteenth, twentieth,
twenty-first, twenty-second, twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth wards
of the city of Milwaukee; the villages of Fox Point, River Hills,
Shorewood, Whitefish Bay ; and the towns of Granville and Mil-
waukee, all in Milwaukee county, constitute the fifth district.

3.07 SixtH pIsTRICT. The counties of Calumet, Fond du Lac,
Ozaukee, Sheboygan, Washington and Winnebago constitute the
sixth district.

3.08 SEvENTH DiIsTRICT. The counties of Adams, Green Lake,
Langlade, Marathon, Marquette, Portage, Shawano, Waupaca,
Waushara and Wood constitute the seventh district.

3.09 EicatH pIsTRICT. The counties of Brown, Door, Flor-
ence, Forest, Kewaunee, Manitowoc, Marinette, Oconto and Out-
agamie constitute the eighth district.

3.10 NiNTH DISTRICT. The counties of Barron, Buffalo, Chip-
pewa, Clark, Dunn, Eau Claire, Jackson, Pepin, Pierce, St. Croix
and Trempealeau constitute the ninth district.

3.11 TeNnTH DpIsTRICT. The counties of Ashland, Bayfield,
Burnett, Douglas, Iron, Lincoln, Oneida, Polk, Price, Rusk, Saw-
yer, Taylor, Vilas and Washburn constitute the tenth district.

3.12 MiLwAUKEE WARDS. The wards of the city of Milwau-
kee referred to in sections 3.05 and 3.06 of the statutes shall be
construed to be the wards of said city as created by the ordinance
of the common council of the city of Milwaukee effective May 1,
1931.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.
